NCDXF Announces Major Grant to K1N Navassa Island DXpedition November 22, 2014 


The Northern California DX Foundation is pleased to announce an enabling major contribution of $35,000 to the K1N Navas- 
sa Island DXpedition planned for January 2015. Navassa is #1 on the ClubLog Most Wanted List for 2014. 


Without major financial support from NCDXF, DXpeditions like this to rare, challenging, and expensive DXCC entities would 
not be possible. 

Navassa is an environmentally fragile area with access strictly controlled by the U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service since 1996. No 
approved DXpedition has operated there since that time. The KP1-5 Project has been working for over 12 years to obtain 
permission. There are strict limitations to the number of visitors and the time allowable on the island. Access has been 
granted for two weeks in January, as that month has the least bird nesting. However, January weather makes access by sea 
all but impossible. For safety, the USFWS requires a helicopter landing for all personnel and equipment; hence the cost/ 
budget of this “backyard” DXpedition rivals that of a Southern Ocean DXpedition. Details of the DXpedition are at http:// 
www.navassadx.com. 


For the past 42 years the NCDXF has funded major DXpeditions to many Most Wanted Entities. 


The credit for large grants like this goes to NCDXF contributors throughout the world. These are individuals and clubs who 
understand the economics of DXpeditions to rare entities and who play their part toward making them possible. Have you 
contributed yet?

The Nature Conservancy (TNC), along with the support of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, "have developed a plan to accommo- 
date" requests for Amateur Radio operations from Palmyra "and are able to offer a maximum of two such trips in Winter 2016". The 
application deadline is January 16, 2015 with confirmations of receipt by January 30th. The two time frames for operations are Jan- 
uary 11-26, 2016 and February 1- 16, 2016 and include "set-up, transmit and tear down". Teams can include up to 12 operators. It 
won't be cheap as former TNC Palmyra Program Director Laurie Moore gave the following breakdown of the approximate costs. 


"Total estimated costs $176,000 (transportation estimated at $80,000 subject to increase based on charter agreement; per person, 
per day all inclusive costs: $500 per person per day - example 12 radio operators for 16 days=$96,000, additional costs apply if 
FWS presence is required.) Non-refundable deposit of $5,000 for each participant of accepted applicants due by February 27, 
2015." 


In the coming weeks we will no doubt be hearing more from the Amateur Radio community of plans to activate the DXCC Entity 
KH5 - Palmyra and Jarvis. It should be noted that the TNC owns and managers Cooper Island, the largest island in the Palmyra 
Atoll.

Obviously, | will be able to comply with these 
requests. However please kindly bear with me if | do not submit complete documentation at this point in time. Upon request, 
though, | can and will of course send you my Budget forecast spreadsheet for initial consideration. 


On 11 November 2014 Alex/UN7PCZ announced a two week DXpedition to Bouvet Island during the December 2015 - January 
2016 time frame. | do not at all see this as a competing project, and welcome this great news. 


The fact of a large group going to Bouvet has convinced me even more that | should (try to) obtain funding through a single/ 
exclusive sponsor, as extensively outlined on the webpage http://www.on4ww.be/bouvet2016.html . Two main reasons would be to 
off-load the financial burden from the ham community (in case the sponsor doesn't want a financial return but has other plans with 
the project), and for me to be able to focus on the DXpedition logistics, rather than having to search for finances.
